XUe Sq u irrel a B old Leaper. 


Due reason doubtless, why squirrels are 
so bold and reckless in Isaping through the 
trees is that it they miss'their hold the fall 
will not hurt them. 
Every species ot 
tree-squirrel seems to be capable of a sort 
of ludimentary flying—at least of making 
itself into a parachute, • so as to ease or 
break a fall or a leap froii a great height. 
#ho so-called flying-squirrel uoes this the 
most perfectly. 
It opens its furry vest­ 
ments, leaps into the air, and sails down 
the steep incline from the top of one tree 
to the foot of the next as lightly as a bird. 
But other squirrel know the some trick, 
only their coat-skirts are not so broad. One 
day m y dog treed a red squirrel in a tall 
hickory that stood iu a tmeadow on the 
side of a steep hill. 
To see what- tho 
squmrel would do when,,floseiy pressed, 1 
climbed the tree. 
As P’clrew'noar he took 
refuge iu the topmost branch, and then, as 
I come on, he boldly leaped into the air, 
spread himself out upon it, and, with a 
quick,^ tremulous motion of his tail and 
legs, deeeeuded quite slowly and landed 
upon the ground thirty feet below me, 
apparently none the worse for the leap, for 
he ran with great speed and escaped tho 
dog la another tree. 
A recent American traveler in Mexico, 
gives a still more striking instance of this 
power of squirrels paitially to neutralize 
the force of gravity xvhen leaping or falling 
through the air. 
Some boys bad caught a 
Mexican black squirrel nearly as large as a 
cat. 
It had escaped from them once, and, 
when pursued, had taken a le»p of sixty 
feet from the top ot a pine tree down upon 
the roof of a house xvithout injury. 
This 
feat had led the grandmother of one ot the 
boys to declare that the squirrel was be­ 
witched, and the boys proposed to pul the 
matter to further test by throwing the 
squirrel down a precipice six hundred feel 
high. 
Our traveler interfered, to see that 
the squirrel had fair play. 
The prisoner 
was conveyed in a pillow-slip to the edge 
of the cliff and tho.slip opened, so that he 
might have his choice whether to remain a 
captive orto take the leap. 
He looked 
down the awful a’oyss and then hack and 
sidefvise—his eyes glistening, his form 
crouching. 
Seeing no escape in any other 
direction, “he took a flying leap into space 
and fluttered rather than fell into the abyss 
belcw. 
His legs began to xvork like those 
of a swimming poodle-dog, but quicker 
and quicker, while liis tail, slightly ele­ 
vated, spread out like a feather fan. 
A 
rabbit of the same weight xvould have 
made the trip in about txvelve seconds; the 
squirrel protracted it for more than half a 
minute,” and “ landed on a ledge of lime­ 
stone, where we could see hiin plainly 
squat on his. liind legs and smooth his 
ruffled plumage, after which he made for 
the creek with a flourish of his tad, took a 
good drink and scampered away into the 
willoiv Ihic’üet.” 
’I'he story at first blush seems incredible, 
but I bavf >10 doubt our rixl Muirrei v.-oidd 
have made tho leap .safely; then why not 
tho great black squirrel, since its parachute 
w'ould he proportionateij' large ? 
'The tails of the squirrels are broad and 
long and flat, not short and small like 
those ot gophci-3, ohlpniunks, weasels, and 
other ground rodents, and when they leap 
or fall through the air the tail is arched and 
rapidly vibrates. 
A squirrel’s tail, there­ 
fore, is somaihiug more than a flag; it not 
only aids him iu flying, hut it serves us a 
cloak, which he xvraps about him when he 
sleeps. 
Tlius some animals putYheir tails 
to vanous uses, while others seem to have 
no use for them wliatever. 
What use for 
a tail has a wood-chuck, or a weasel, or a 
mouse? 
Has pot tho mouse yet learned 
that it could gel in its hole sooner if it had 
no tail? 
The mole and the meadow-mouse 
have very short tails. 
Kats, no doubt, 
pu’i, their tails tu various uses. 
The rabbit 
has no use for a tail—it would bo iu its 
way; while its manner of sleeping is 
such that it does not need a tail to luck 
itself up with, as do the ’coon aud tho fox. 
The dog talks with his tail; the tail of the 
'possum is prelieusile; the porciqiine uses 
his tail in climbing and for delcnse, the 
beaver as a tool or trowel; wliile the tail of 
the skuiik serves as a screen behind which 
it masks its terrible battery.

The old Araericiin fasbio-’ ot the brides­ 
maids, with uttendant cavaliers, entering 
the I Oum or church arm In arm is entirely 
broken up, and the gentlemen ushers, who 
seat the company and who manage the 
business of the wedding in the churcb, arc 
compelled to enter first, witliout the solace 
ot a femiuiue hand on the coat sleeve. But 
this change is for the better. 
A bride-elect begins, sometimes three 
months before her wedding day, to invite 
her bridesmaids, tor there are dresses to be 
made and gifts selected, 
'fbe groom 
cliooses his best man and his ushers, of 
whom there are generally six. 
These 
gentlemen receive iroin him cravats and 
scarf-pins, and the groom 1 rcqueutly give.3 
each hrideamaid a locket. 'I'he bride often 
gives each of her bridesmaids, of whom 
there are also generally six, some small 
token of h crjegard; but not, as formerly, 
her dress. 
Bouquets are always provided 
by the bride for her bridesmaids. 
'riie church must be engaged for a fort 
night ahead, to avoid the gloomy culaslru- 
phe of mcetinga funeral coming out, which 
has happened, and which is, of cour.se, de­ 
pressing. 
'I'he clergyman aud organist 
holli need time to gel themselves iu order; 
and the florist, who is to decorate tho altar 
with fresh cut flowers and growing plants, 
also needs tim e; he also should have plenty 
of warning. 
• 
When the happy day arrives, I’ue head 
usher goes to ■the church an hour before 
the time, to see that a white cord is 
stretched across the aisle, reserving pews 
enough lor the family and particular 
irionds, and to see, in fact, that all details 
arc attended to. 
The ushers should be in attendance 
early, to seat people in couvonieht places, 
and good mannera and careful attentions, 
particularly to elderly people, make life­ 
long friends for these young gontiemen at 
the weddings where they offlciato. 
When 
the bride’s mother arrives, the white cord 
is dropped, and she is taken to the front 
seat; all the family friends take their 
places near her in adjoining pews. 
Than the clergy come in and .take their 
places at the altar, followed by the groom 
and his best man, who have been safely 
guarded in the vestryroom. 
The groom 
looks down t,ho aisle to watch for his 
coming bride. 
The organ strikes up tho 
wedding march as the first couple of ushers 
are seen entering the church door. 
They 
come in slowly, two aud two, followed by 


the bridesmaids, who boar bouquets of one 
color. 
Then the bride enters, leaning on her 
father’s arm. A, very pretty and becoming 
fashion is for the bride to wear her veil 
over her face, throwing it back at the altar; 
but this is a matter of taste. 
The ushers part company, going to the 
right aud left, and remain standing on the 
lower step of the altar. 
The bridesmaids 
also move to the right and left, next Ihu 
altar rail, leaving a space for the couple 
who are to he married. The bride is taken 
by the band by the groom, who receiyea 
her from her father as she mounts the first 
step. 
'fUe service then proceeds, the organ 
playing very softly until the prayer, wheu 
the music stops, and all join in the familiar 
words. 
'Then the blessing is given, the 
clergyman congratulates the bride, and the 
young people turn to leave the eUuroh, fol 
lowed by all tho bridesmaids and ushers in 
reverse order. 
Maids are iu waiting iu the vestibule to 
cloak the bride and her atteudauts as they 
come out from ihis pageant into the cold 
and dangerous air. 
'This is a great ex­ 
posure, aud often leads to trouble; our 
churc!ie.s all need larger vestibules. 
The 
bride and groom return to the house of the 
former, followed as quickly as possible by 
the bridesmaids, and stand to receive Ibcir 
friends under a floral bell, or a floral arch, 
or some other pretty device. 
'The brides­ 
maids are ranged on either side, and the 
ushers (whose place is no sinecure) bring 
lip the guests in order to present to the 
happy pair. 
The bride’s mother, vacating 
iho place of hostess for the nonce, stancÉ 
at the other end of the room to talk to her 
friends, and to also receive their congratu­ 
lations. 
Of course . her own family arc 
allowed to kiss the bride first. 
The bride remains at her post an hour 
aud a lialf, then leaves the room to ascend 
and dress for her bridal lour. 
She comes 
down ill the quiet dress lilted for traveling 
iu tliis country (where the bright blue 
velvets and shiny silks which are used in 
Euglaud for bridal trqis are not allowed, 
probably owing co tlie la d that our railway 
iruins are more public and less clean thau 
those of the British Isle), aud bids her 
friends good-bye. Getting into the carnage, 
followed by tlie groom, the young pair are 
driven eff under a shower of rice and 
slippers, which are thrown after them for 
luck.

MHtoriulH’froiu Tuwjin. 


Nearly every faniior goes to the nearest 
village to trade, visit a mechanic, or obtain- 
his letters and papers, at least once a week. 
He pitea takes a load to market, but he 
rarely brings one homo. 
He can, with 
very little trouble, haul a loud of material 
that may be obtained for uotbiug, anil 
which will be ot .great beuefll to his land. 
Most village people make no use of the 
a.shos produced iu ■ their stoves or of the 
bones taken from the meat they consume. 
Scarcely any brewer has any use for the 
hops that have been boiled in his vats, and 
the blacksmith hardly ever saves the clip­ 
pings he lakes from the feel of horses. All 
these materials make excellent manure. A 
barrel of shavings cut from the hoofs of 
horses, conluina more ammonia than is con­ 
tained in a load of stable manure. Applied 
to land without proparnliou, they might 
give no immediate results, but they would 
become decomposed in time, and crops of 
all kinds would derive benefit from them. 
'They may be so treated that they would 
produce immediate resuits. 
By covering 
them with fresh liorse manure they will 
dtcompose veiy rapidly. 
'They may also 
be leaobed in a barrel and the water that 
covered theai diawn off and applied to 
plants. 
Water in wliich pieces of horns 
and hoofs have been soaked is an excellent 
manure for plants that require forcing. 
It suniuiutos the growth of tomatoes, rose 
bushes,, ttiiu house plante very rapidly, and 
emits 110 offcmsive odors. 
A vast amount 
of fertilizing material is wasted in towns 
that farmers could obtain the benefit of 
with very little trouble

Dried, tltey 
tireught In England forty five shillings 
a hundred w eight, or at the rate of a 
dollar and a h alf a bushel for green 
potatoes. 
This year preparation has 
been made for drying and shipping 
large quantities. 
It is said that there 
are three hundred thousand acres of 
ur cultivated land on the western slope 
o f the Coast Kango, near Sun Francis­ 
co, especially adapted to potato grow ­ 
ing. The fogs and mists from the ocean 
supply suflielent moisture, and the soil 
yields bountifully. 
The only problem 
heretofore has been where to market 
the product.

method may answer for grapes and 
other more perishable fruit.

A new ly reclaimed 
swauiji is the best soil, and the longer 
it Is kept in onions the better they suc- 
tO)d. 
The seed is sown in drills nine 
to tw elve Inches apart, and tliinned 
out to three or four irch cs in the row s. 
N igh m anuring is required, and, with 
horoughly rotted stable manure, su­ 
perphosphate of lim e is the best artifi­ 
cial help. 


E xcessive drinking of water by farm 
anim als is said to increase the ccnsump- 
tion of fat In the body. 
Too watery 
fodder and too much drink are there­ 
fore to be avoided, especially in fatten­ 
ing, if w e wisli to attain the mo.‘-t ra­ 
pid and abundant formation of 
flesh 
and fat. 


P r o f e sso r liiley says that kerosene 
or oil of any kind is sure death to in­ 
scots In all stages, and the oiliy sub­ 
stance with which we may hope to de­ 
stroy the eggs, 
Oils w ill not m ix d i­ 
rectly w its water, but w ill m ix w ith 
milk,"fresh or sour, and then may be 
diluted to any desired extent.

FBUCAH 


Two and-tweiity years ago a deed was 
performed which has scarcely any parallel 
in the annals of modern wars. 
The hero of it was a gentleman belong­ 
ing to the Civil Service of India, named 
Thomas Henry K.avanagh. 
India trembled in the balance; and tlie. 
empire was thrilling with horror over the 
terrible' massacre of English women and 
children at Cawnpore,when the news came 
that a gallant iittle band of devoted men 
were defen .ling themselves in the Resi­ 
dency at Lucknow against the hordes of a 
savage and relentless enemy. 
Prom the begmuing to the end of this re 
markable siege,Kavanagh—civilian though 
he was—appears to have figured conspicu­ 
ously m the defence, tor no sooner was the 
Residency invested by the mutineer foiccs, 
than he set to work to arm and drill all the 
civihans in the place; and in spite of much 
ridicule from themihtary men, ultimately 
succeeded iu organizing a corps of volun­ 
teers that did splendid service for the 
state. 
During five long months the little garri­ 
son was put to its wits’ end to meet the 
constant and ever recurring attacks of the 
enemy. 
Repelling 
sorties, mining and 
countermining,repairing breaches,etc., was 
the work that was always going on; and 
none was more wiliing and brave than the 
gallant Kavanagh who though wounded 
several times was ever to be found at the 
post of danger. 
W e should also mention here, as an in. 
teresting fact, that Kavanagh’s wife was 
a'lso wounded during the siege and laid up 
for several weeks. 
At length in JNovember came the wel­ 
come news that Sir Colin Campbell—after 
wards Lord Clyde was advancing with a 
strong British force to the relief of the gar­ 
rison; and on the ninth of that month Kav­ 
anagh learned that a spy had come in from 
Cawnpoie,and that he was going back again 
to the Alum Bagh, with despatches for 
Sir Colin. 
Indeed, it had become necessary lhai 
Sir Colin’s march should be hastened, and 
that he should begiudcd to the city by the 
least hazardous ro'ute. 
But who was to be the guide ? The a! 
most impossibility of any E'uropeau being 
able to escape through the city undetect­ 
ed, and the certainty of his murder il 
detected, deterred the commandant from 
ordering any officer, or even seeking volun­ 
teers for such a duty. 
A- volunteer for tliis extraordinarily 
dangerous adventure did, iiowever, pre­ 
sent himself in the person of Kavanagh, 
He had sought out the spy, whose name 
was Kunoujee Lai, and finding him intelli­ 
gent, he expressed his desire to proceed 
with him in disguise to Alum Bagh.

A. F luicriil P rocession tn A th en s. 


The first funeral procession winch we 
met in Athens showed the. peculiarities of 
the Greek custom at their best. 
On an 
open bier, resting on the shoulders of six 
young men, lay the body of a beautiful 
girl of sixteen, dressed iu light blue and 
white, her face and arms exposed, her 
lie'd garlanded with flowers, aud flowera 
filling her hands aud lying iu knots and 
clusters on lier breast, 
tío she was borne 
'hroii.gli the clear, sweet morning sunshine 
that flooded the streets of her native city, 
to her grave beyond its limits, under the 
shadow of Mount Hymettus. 
Dciegeorges, ex-Prime Minister, in the 
quickly succeeding changes of Greek party 
goveruuieut several times at the head of 
the cabinet, and as often the leader of tlie 
opposition, died duriu.g our stay at Athens. 
He was a man whose staunch integrity 
and democratic love of simplicity had en­ 
deared him to the peopl". 
He was buried 
on the day. after bis death, the rule in 
Athens. 
Dense crowds of men and hoys thronged 
the streets near the house, from which the 
procession was to start. 
'There were no 
services at his liome, but acquaintances 
pa'-sed in.to view the remains, and to offer 
sympathy t ) the family, who, as a rule, do 
not accompany the iirocession to the churcli 
or the .grave. Every man who entered the 
house put on a white lace scarf over the 
right shoulder and under the left arm—the 


1 adge of moiiiuing. Many bearded priests 
of the Greek church mingled with the 
crowd. 
Their luxuriant hair is never cut, 
hut is twisted into a roll, aud knotted on 
the back of the bead like a woman’s. Tbey 
wear a tall, cylindrical bat, brimless be­ 
low, but with a round fiat crown wh ch 
projects laterally an inch or two. 
The 
(lignitai ios of llie churoli were resplendent 
in'gold-cmbroidered robes of white, purple 
and scailet. 
The c. fflu was of blue satin. The body, 
dressed in plain lilaek asm life—the low 
shoes lied with white ribbon—was brought 
out aud placed on the open bier. As is the 
cu.swm at Athens, the upper half of the 
coffin, for its entire length, had been re­ 
moved with the lid, and was carried m ad­ 
vance of the bier. On it was worked in 
white a cross and a crown. 
A glass cover 
was placed over the body. 
Flowers in 
profusion lay about the form of the dead 
statesman. - 
Two red banners—one with a formal 
sacred painting, iu the Byzantine style of 
cue Annunciation, and of Mary aud the 
Ohiltl; the other representing, in archaic 
figures, tlie Orucifi.viou and the Resurrec- 
tioii 
were borne before the coffin. 
Then 
lollnwed the clergy and prominent citi­ 
zens, while the brass band played a slow- 
movi ng dirge. Leaving the crowded streets, 
I went by. á shorter way to the cathedral, 
where the mention of my natiomvlity passed 
me tlitougli the closed doors, and secured 
me an excclleut place—scats there were 
none, save for bishops and king. 
First enter the sacred banners, and the 
man witli the lid of the coffin; then priests 
with lanterns, censers, tapers and banners;' 
then the coffiu is carried iu and placed on a 
black catafalque in the choir. 
The king, 
with a lew aiteiidants, has taken his place 
hist to the left of the Patriarch’s throne, 
which IS on the south of the choir. 
King 
Georire is ratlier tall, erect, well formed, 
I'air-Uuired, with a blonde niuslacbe, and 
pleasantly regular features. 
Ho wears the 
dark blue uniform of a major, and a light 
ulue short cloak with crimson linmg, while 
a wide, light blue scarf crosses his breast 
from me right shoulder. 
Y-oung men press forward to the colnn 
with garlands of flowers. 
They are dele- 
nates from the university and the schools. 
The Fatriarch takes his scat, two bishops 
on either hand, venerable, wliite bearded 
men. The loud, sbril. cliant of the priests, 


m e n ’s voices singing in unison, begins the 
service. 
Two singers who ui-e not priests 


intone most of tlie service, the priests, and 
bishops over against them answering anti- 
phonally. 
'The music has that weird 
shaking of the voice within a range of four 
or five notes which recalls Arabian music. 
Indeed, the Greeks of to-day in theii 
church chants and in their street ballads, 
have no music which docs not seem to have 
been borrowed from Asia. 
Notliing you 
see or hear at Athens is moie unlike Eu­ 
rope and America than tlie singing. 
Tlie service finished, the king goes out 
first, after him the priests and the coffin. 
The procession resumes its slow march 
through the principal streets. 
Two hours 
later, as 1 stood on the Acropolis, I could 
see tlie crowd standing about the open 
grave among the cypresses beyond the 
iiissus, listening to punegyncs delivered 
in BuooesRiou by, four ex-prime mmisters. 
tlio rivals and fiiends of the dead states­ 
man. 
For several days Hie newspapers of 
Athens •were filled with eulogies of Dele- 
gcorges. 
.Vlauy of tliem were very elo­ 
quent. 
I had the curiosity to count in one 
of these articles the words which I could 
not readily trace to a root used iu classic 
Greek. 'There were but eleven suoh words 
in an ai tide of two columns, so truly is 
the Greek of to-day Grech, and not Sla­ 
vonic. 


W IiHt a Ttiiiuut M a y lleinuve. 


Tenants of an improving disposition are 
often deterred from making their homes as 
comfortable as they could desire aud are 
able to make them for fear of benefiting 
their landlords or successors more than, 
themselves. 
Painting, papering and re­ 
pairing of tlie house aud improvements of 
the grounds are obviously of a permanent 
nature and cannot benefit any one but the 
occupant of Hie premises. Shou’d a icuunt 
see fit to incur expense for tliese tilings he 
can claim no recompense, if, at the expira­ 
tion of the lease, he is unwilling or unable 
to renew it. 
'riiero arc, Iiowever, many 
iiiiprovements that formerly would have 
been held lo insure to the bcuelil of the 
laiidioril, but which more modern decisions 
permit the' tenant to take up aud carry 
away with his other liouschold goods. 
The old law and judicial construction 
favored land and limd owners, and every­ 
thing that was directly or constructively 
attached to Hie soil was held to belong to 
the owner of the fee aud not removable” by 
the tcmiul though placed there by him 
solely for Ids own convenience. 
Although 
the law has been litlle changed in this 
respect the views of judges have beeu prac­ 
tically reversed. 
The toudeucy of all 
recent decisions is to allow a teuaut lo re­ 
move everytlTmg removable which he adds 
to the tenancy, unless he himself iuteuded 
il to he permanent. 
Houses arc usually 
considered as really, nnd everything attach­ 
ed, as porches, window blinds and sashes, 
water spouts and lightning-rods, go with 
them. 
The gas pipe.s which convey the 
gas from the street and distribute it 
throughout the hou.se are in the same 
category, but the gas fixtures, ilioa.gh 
screwed and cemented to the gas fittings, 
are hold to be of Hie same nature as the 
old-fashioned candlesticks, and, therefore, 
per.sonal property. 
I'lii.s has long been 
held lo tie the law as regards teiiams. 
They may pul wliat g.as Hxuiren they please 
in a house aud lake- them away again with 
their kerosene lumps aud oilier ilhimhiating 
apparatus 
Recently Judge Thayer de­ 
cided that thill was good law for the land­ 
lord as well os for Hie tenant, and that 
therefore Hie gas fixtures do not necessarily 
pass with the sale of the house, nor are 
they covered by a mortgage on the realty. 
As a general rule, whatever a tenant 
puls into a dwelling or erects on the 
premises for his own comfort, without the 
intention to permanently annex it, he may 
reii.ovo at any time before the e.xpirution 
of his lease. 
This would include such 
Hiiugs as cupboards, shelves, coiilhins, and 
even a stairway lias been held to be within 
the ruie. All trade fixtures and temporary 
structures, whether Iranio or brick, and 
without rcgaid to their size, may be taken 
down ana carried off by the tenant who 
erected them. 
Even a dwelling-bouse is 
not a part'of Hic realty if the riglit to re­ 
move It is reserved. 
All the landlord can 
logitiuiate demand is to have Ids property 
restored to his possession in as good order 
as il was received by I'ne tenant, ordinary 
wear and tear excepted. 
Whatever the 
tenant put in of a movable nature he may 
take away, but his carpenter work must 
not injure or permanently alter the prop­ 
erly. 
Ali the decisions concur that these 
romoviils of improvements and fixtures 
must be made within the term of the lease. 
U' the teiiaut waits till his lease li.- s exp red 
the land and all that is on it except the 
purely personal property of the tenarit re­ 
verts to the laudlord.

i n g a liitle higher, the eo'U'ütry i s adapteti 
to tobacco, maize, castor oil, millet, fiax, 
melons, gourds, cumuiiu, auise, oc'ura, 
crinjals, pouicgrauates, oranges, figs—and 
so up to the jilains, where wheat, barley, 
beans aud lentils of various sorts, vritb 
olives and vines would form the staple 
products. 
Gilead especially is essentially 
a country of wine and oil; it is also 
admirably adapted to silk-culture; wliile 
among its forests, carou or iuuust 'ocun, 
pistachio, jujube, almond, balsam, and 
otbcr profitable trees irrow wild in great 
profusion. 
All the fruits of tíoulhern Eu­ 
rope, here grow to perfection; apples, 
pears, quinces tbrive well on the more ex­ 
treme elevation, upon which the fruits and 
vegetables of England might be cultivated, 
while the quick growing eucalyptus could 
be planted with advantage on the fertile 
but treeless plains. 
Not only does the ex- 
traordinary variety of soil and climate thus 
compressed into a small era offer exception­ 
al advantages from an agricultural point of 
view, but 'the inclusion of the Dead Sea 
withiu its limits would lurni.sh a vast 
source of wcultli, by the cxjHoUaHon of 
itsdicmical and mineral resources. 
The

A couple of hours’ ride over a most 
wretched bridle path, up and do wu rugged 
mountaiu passes, brought us to thiacharm- 
rng oasis called “Eden.’’

sured us this spot was the real Garden of 
Eden and judging from the intease curi­ 
osity they evinced concernina ourselves 
and our traps, we had no difficulty in be­ 
lieving this to bo the garden where our 
first mother Eve dwelt ere she grow too 
fond of apples. 
This Eden is aitnatcd in a 
pretty little, valley in the heart of the 
moudtaina, at an elevation of some G.OOU 
feet above the level of the sea.

The nows spread like wild fire 
among the tribe and there was a general 
rush for the best places to see us come iu 
and get off our liorses. 
The womeu left 
off their work in the fields, the men left off 
playing on the reed-pipes and the chil­ 
dren left off , crying ta see us coming. 
A circus arriving iu 
a village “out 
West” never created such a sensation as 
we did on npproaehing this earthly para­ 
dise. 
As we filed past through tills aisle of 
human beings, we were greeted with shouts 
and mock salutations. 
'The wonieu gig­ 
gled, the men smiled, the cliildreu roarcu 
at the lyueer figure we cut in our European 
costumes. 
'Two ladies with us were made 
ilic objects of a very popular ova ioii.

the South ought to nii.se all of her own 
.supplies and make-cotton the surplus 
croi), in which event easy and rapid for­ 
tunes await Soutlicrn cotton planters- 
Otherwise nothing but bankruptcy.

mission mcrchanf-a who own from fifty to

AGSIO ULTUBS. 


How T allo w JB otter 18 JIadb.— 
The character and process of the man­ 
ufacture of oleomargarine or tallow 
butter are simple enough, hut are no' 
generally understood on account of 
the prejudice which very imtunilly 
exists !‘.gal»st the article. 
The o i'an d 
butter ore made out of beef fat. The 
fat is taken from the slaughtered ani­ 
mals and convi yed at enco to the fac­ 
tory, whore it undergoes an overhaul- 
iotr. The fat is then submitted to two 
distinct processes of melting and reiln- 
ing. 
It first passes through a macl.Ine 
in which an auger shaped shalt re­ 
volves, and from this it is delivered, 
mashed to a paste, Into huge kettles- 
These kettles stand in boiling w ater, 
which heats the iat to blood heat and 
separates all substances which are 
soluble at that tem perature. The oil 
is drawn from tlie lirst kettles into 
barrels, and as it still contaiua sie;i- 
rinc, itsoon hardens. 
It is then put 
througi! the final process of rellning. 
Packed in w hite cloths, made lor th.- 
purpose, it is put in cakes or Jryers 
into powcrlLil J ydraullc presses, by 
vTiIch the pure oil Is prested out into 
receivers and ccnv. yed through pipes 
to an adjoining builam g, where it is 
delivered, tasteless and iree from odor 
into harreli. The slearine remains in 
tliG cloths, and is sold separatety. 
As 
the oil runs from the faucets it is ot a 
brio-ht, clear amber color. This is the 
subitáneo which is exported, and some 
Idea uiay he formed of the exien'. of 
the foreigu.demund from m e fact that 
three thousand barrels, c-ntaiiilug 
over one iniUion pounds of the oil, 
have been shipped w ithin thepa-tw eek 
on an order from a single house in 
fioiland. 
When made into the butter 
the oil is put into large tauks with 
fresh milk and churned by machine.' y 
until itcom esoutasubstaueesim ilar 111 
tippearaneo to butter. The Iduceli in 
Hoiland w ill not buy the buiicr as 
made in this count) y, but hey the oil 
and make the butter Uiemseives. 


DOMESTIC. 


BitooK Tboct.—An inhabitant of a 
trout region says that brook trout are' 
never so good us when cooked in the 
following simple 
fashion. 
When 
cleaned and wiped dry w ith a soft 
cloth and a gentle hand, dip them 
lightly in flour and lay them in a 
“ spider,” or frying-pan in whioh a 
moderate amount of the most delici­ 
ous tresh butter IS sizr.ling. 
Sprinkle 
delicately w ith salt, and let them fry 
quickly until the flesh looks done and | 
the skin is crisp brow n. Thus served 
a brotk trout is “ a dream of delight.” 
There are three necessary 
things 
about this method : The fish must be 
new ly arrived from w riggling about in 
their palace of running w ater; the pan 
and the butter must be very hot—the 
latter sputtering—before the fish are 
placed therein; and the butter must 
he best of the best and freshest of the 
fresh—newly churned, if possible.

The 
iiioijiti.eiii.ium,or mocn seeu, has a cu- 
rioua shell that partially cover.s the 
Seed. It looks like half a liazol nut 
shell with the nut in it. The ladiis ol 
the .South colJeec thiiia to make rustic 
irames for idelures.

hasaeuriOLis pipe like appendage to 
die flower, lienee it i.s called Outcli- 
uiiiu's Tipe. The Toasa is covered with 
liairs that will sting like u bee’s sting 
if louelied by ury luiuier p arto i a per­ 
son’s body.

Ttio Dllto iu Al-c*ria. 


The date tree requires not only 
abundant irrigation, but great solar 
beat. The Arabs say that it stands 
with its feet in the w ater ami Us head 
in the fires of heaven, 
The love of the 
Arab for this precious tree may well 
be imagined, grow ing as it does in the 
sand, contenting ttseif with w ater so 
sallue. as to destroy ordinary vegeta­ 
tion, giving a graetful sliade when all 
around is burnt up by the ardent heat 
of summer, resisting tlie w luds, which 
bend buteaniiolbrcak its flexible stem, 
and ufl'ordiug a fruit souglit for in 
every part of the world. 
'The male tree, of course, bcar,s no 
fru it; it has merely a buncli of flowers 
luciosed 
until m aturity 
w itliin 
a 
spadie. The females have also buncliris 
of flowers w hich, ho-vever, eaiiuot be­ 
come developed into fruit until fecun­ 
dated by the pollen of tlie male flower. 
To insure this result the Arabs ascend 
the tree,s m the month of A pril and In­ 
sert into every female .spatlio a porfou 
of the pollen of the male flower. 
The 
fru it then begins to swell, siul forms 
long clusters w eighing from tw enty to 
forty pounds in a season. To m ultiply 
the date tree, the Arabs do not sow ciic 
seed, SB they could not then be sure of 
the sex of the trees; they pcrfer to 
plant the siigkers from the b ise of a 
fem ale tree, wheuee tlie naue ‘-TLie- 
n lx ;” iliese become productive in 
about eight years, but do not attain 
full fruition ijoiore tw enty or tw enty- 
live. 
The trees aro about forty-five 
feet high, and as tiiey arc planted very 
Close, together they aiTord a dense 
shade, in w hich, however, the air cir­ 
culates freely, so tliat all .kinds of 
fruit, vegetables, etc., can be euillva- 
led below them . 
Tiie trees w ill live 
for about two hundred ye.vrs; they are 
w orth preserving after a century. 
W hen they are no longer valuable for 
lUe fruit, the sap Is cxtr.aeted to make 
a kind of insipid w ine; and ilie heart 
or cabbage of the tree is also eaten. 
They arc then cut down, and the wood, 
although very Inferior in q uality, is 
here valuable, wliei-eon other kind can 
bo produced. 
The roo:s are used fot 
fencing and roofing, and the leaves 
are made into mats, bns.kets, sacks and 
cord. 
Like all other species 01 cultivated 
plants, the date tree has numerous 
varieties. 
In the oases of the Zibas 
seventy distinct variotios are recog­ 
nized. 
The trees come into flower In spring, 
la March or A pril, and the friu t is 
ripe about October. The date is caliecl 
the K ing of the Sahara, and is regard­ 
ed as the most nutritious of fruits. 
Many of the Arabs live on dates and 
bread. 


Tb s B est E ice PuD prxo.—This rice 
pudding is the best ever made in spite 
of the fact that it is tlic cheapest. The 
secret of its perfeecioit is the long 
cooking it gets. .For a six o’clock din­ 
ner the rice and milk should be put on 
early in tho forenoon. The best thing 
to cook it in is a double kettle. Let it 
sitnmer ou the buck of the stove—it 
roust never boll—until a couple ol 
hours before dinner. I t w ill tiien be 
a thick, cream y substance. Then salt 
and sweeten Ir, to taset, pu t it Into a 
pudding dish, and bake it in a moder­ 
ate oven until it is of a jelly hko thick­ 
ness and the top is slightly browned. 
It eau be eaten either hot or cold. If 
the latter is preferred, the pudding 
may be made die day before, if that is 
most eoiiveuieut. If desired a flavor 
may be added. This is empliaciealiy 
the perfect pudding of the kind. 


A I)ELicions F ish P ee w hich will 
satisfy tho cravings for flesh of the 
most fastidious Lenten epicure is pre­ 
pared 
in 
this m anner: 
Boil two 
pounds of small well-oleaned. eels; 
üien having cut the fins quite close, 
pick oil' the flesh and throw the bones 
into the liquor with a littie mace, pep­ 
per, salt and a sliue or two of onion; 
boil till quite rich and strain it. Make 
force m eat of the flesh of the eels, 
auchovy, parsley, a grated lemon pool, 
a truffle, bread crum bs, salt and pep­ 
per and four ounces of warmed butter. 
T'ahe the flesh of bass, shad or while 
lisli and lay on the force m eat, having 
rubbed it with salt, and pepper. 
Four 
the gravy over, cover w ith paste and 
bake. 


To Cook Beei-steax.—S’.it the out­ 
side or fat part, say every four inches, 
eiiciing tbroiigli to the lean, wiiioh 
prevents coMiraotion and increases the 
tenderness. Have a brig h t fire and 
gridiron liot before putting ito ii; turn 
over to prevent burning, A steak an 
incli and a half tliiek w ill be cooked in 
from seven to ten minutes. Have some 
melted Imttor with a good supply of 
peiipor and salt, and pour over the 
steak just before it goes to the table. 
To fry, prepare in the same w ay; p u t 
a little butter or lard in the pan or 
griddle and let it brown beiore putting 
on 
tho m eat; cook quickly, and, 
w hether boiled, fried or roasted. It 
you w ant it juiey aiKl tender, never 
salt until after it is cooked.

Cotton Seed Oil .—T ne mariiifact- 
m'e of oil ifom the cotton seed is be­ 
coming of imiiortanoe in the United 
States. The annual quantity of seed 
converted into oil now amounts to 
about four hundred and ten thousand 
tons, she yield being at the rate of 
some thirty-flve gallons of oil to the 
ton of seed. Moreover, each ton leaves 
seven hundred and fifty pounds of oil- 
uako ef admirable fattening qualities. 
A great deal of tlie oil is exported to 
Italy and other countries where the ol­ 
ive is a staple; and impoiiiC of faot.cot- 
ton seed oil is there superseding olive 
oil, not only fur utilitarian purpose, 
but also as an article of food.

T beie seemed to be also an 
increase in the num ber ot thunder 
storm s, and .this was assigned as the 
OHiise. 
A little later,ebservatlons (by 
others) in Saxony and Schleswig-Hol­ 
stein also showed an Increase in the 
num ber of bouses struck, b u t uo com­ 
parison was made w ith th e'num ber of 
thunder storm s. H err H oliz has late­ 
ly made a fuller inquiry on the basis of 
data from all parts of G erm any, and 
from A ustria and Sw itzerland. 
In his 
brochure on the subject he publishes two 
tables, one to show the increase o r de­ 
crease of thunder storm s since 1854,. 
since 1862 and since 1870 in the differ­ 
ent regions, the,other th e increase, or 
decrease of lightning risk estim ated 
from ccmijarison of the num ber of 
lightning strokes on houses w ith the 
entire num ber of houses. 
I t appears, 
then, th at w'hile any increase in the 
num ber of thunder storm s is extrem e­ 
ly sm all, and there is in some cases 
eveu a decrease, the lig h tn in g risk 
shows a very large increase, and in no 
case a decrease. T hus th e Increase ot 
risk irom lightning m ust be regarded 
as not due, unless in very slight mea 
suse.tom vteoiologieal influences. This 
appears more distlnetly In th a t th e in­ 
crease of lightning risk is proportion­ 
ately greater as th e compáred years 
are fu rth er ap art; but it is n et so w ith 
the itici-taic of ihunder storm s (w hich, 
e. g., is less since 1854 than 1865). 
'To 
explain tiie Increased risk hy telluric 
changes, H err H oltz supposes the 
clearance of forest land has to do w ith 
it; perhaps, also, the increase of rail­ 
ways, Doth ot these briLging th u nder 
storm s more to tow ns and villages. 
A nother probable cause is the in ­ 
creased use ot m etal in house construc­ 
tion.

roasted w heat, beaus, rice, saw -dust, 
et.e, b u t fortunately no red lead.

•ih© Wreck. 


In the year 1S41, the steamer Erie, was 
burned m Lake Erie, with a large amount 
of money on board. ' In the summer of 
185.S, twelve years after the burning, W. 
B. Bishop built a derrick fifty feet high 
and placed it on the hull of the old steamer 
M adison and went to the scene of ihe 
wreck, which was sunk between Silver 
Creek and Dunkirk, but was gone but -18 
hours wlien a storm arose and drove the 
M adison ashore on the beach above the 
breakwater. 
Tlie following year, 1834, 
Wells and Gowan engaged Captain John 
Ledger to build a derrick to raise the hull 
of the JSrie, and herewith is the captain’s 
story of her raising:— “ I built the derricks 
and placed them on the schooner M anolia, 
Captain Hindman, and tlie brig Boston, 
Captain McArthur. 
'?ye got all fitted out 
and went into Lake Brie on the 35th day of 
June, tlie tug M am ilion Morton, Captain 
Hc.fford, towing iis. 
We reached the spot 
whore the wreck w’as sunk, which was 
buoyed, aud iet go our anchor over it. 
John 'Tope, our diver, went down and 
made a line fast to the wreck on the even­ 
ing of tlie lOtlL 
The next morning he 
went down again and was absent about 10 
■minutes when the man in charge of the 
life aud signal lines signaled him, but re­ 
ceived no answer. 
The life line was im- 
mediately pulled up aud when the face 
plate of the helmet was taken off blootl 
gushed out ID a large stream. 
Boor Tope 
was stone dead. 
I had a wooden box 
made of rough boards, and the bodv was 
placed in it aud taken to Silver Creek and 
thence by rail to Boston. 
Tlie tug came 
to Buffalo and got John Green, another, 
diver, and he arrived on the 19lh. 
When 
he was ready' he went down in the same 
armer and look with him a large chisel, 
hammer and an inch and oiie-li.ilf auger. 
With these tools he cut a square hole ou 
the starlioard and one ou the port side of 
the keel and keelson forward, just abaft of 
the foremast, aud then rove a line and 
brought the end to the surface. 
By this 
line we hitched a three-quarter inch wire 
chain and seiit down our main purchase, 
which was fivefold of one aud one-quarter 
inch wire cliaiu. 
The running part was 
brought up on deck and through a suatch- 
hlock and a luff upon luff to the capstan 
aud hove taut. 
Then we commenced aft, 
about twenty-two feet from the stern, and 
cut the same size boles us forn’ard,- and 
had commenced to reeve our purchase, 
when a storm arcse and we liad to leave 
the wreck. 
'I'he lug had us in tow, but 
the liue parted, and we were left at the 
mercy ot the waves. 
We commenced 
rolling and tossing in the trough of tlie sea 
and made terrible work. 
The guys parted 
the croAs-spans of the after derrick and it 
fell and smashed in the cabin of the 
nolia, seltiug it on fire and injiiring tlie 
cook. 
“ Just as we extinguished the fire the 
forward derrick fell and both vessels came 
together w ith-a crash and sea-sawed one 
another until they came near sinking. We 
got the topsail aud sliuidiug jib on tho 
B oston and the jib on the M agnolia and 
squared away for Buffala 
When we got 
down iu the bay we could not make the 
harbor, so we run down the river to Toua- 
wanda, aud there made fast to the dock. 
After repairing damages we went to sea 
again, the same tug towing us. 
We ar­ 
rived at the wreck the 14th of July and 
commenced operations again, and this time 
we were successful. Our diver went down 
aud made fast all the purchases, aud wlieu 
everylUiug was ready we began to heave. 
In sixteen hours we had the hull alloat 'and 
started for BuQ'alo, we went under Point 
Abino and concluded to take out all the 
mouey aud valimbles that were in her, as 
we were afraid that some of tlie express 
companies might undertake to seize tlie 
moiiL-y. 
We came to anchor under the 
point aud lay there forty-six days, all this 
time searching for the money. 
We re­ 
covered over 200 gold watches, hut the 
works were useless; silver goblets aud 
bracelets, partly melted; 000 cook stoves, 
all broken to pieces; shot-gun and rifie 
barrels, all twisted out of shape, and over 
twenty-seven nail kegs ot gold, silver, 
brass, iron and copper all melted together. 
The couleuts of the kegs were sent to the 
mint at Philadelphia 
Over $30,000 in 
gold and silver pieces, not mutilated, hut 
as gocd as the day they were coined, were 
taken out. 
Human bones were found in 
plenty forward about the heel of the mast, 
and also any amount of big nails which 
immigrants generally ■wear iu their boots. 
After taking out everything that was of 
aiiv value, wo were towed to Buffalo uUd 
the hull was pulled out on the ways and 
sawed to pieces. 
Between the oulsido 
plank and the ceiling we found several 
hundred dollars. Tho best part of the keel 
aud keelson, 
that which 
would 
split 
straight, was taken out and made into 
canes which sold for twenty-five cents 
apiece. 
In searching the wreck I found a 
young lady’s gold ring with her initials ou 
it. 
I liold it in my possession and adver­ 
tised it. 
An old geulluman came lo me 
and said his daugliter, wlio was lost on the 
steamer, had a ring so marked, aud I 
handed it to him. 
His old gray locks 
shook and he was overcome with grief 
He turned to me and said:— ’My friend, 
here is a package of money which I present 
to you for vour l;mdne.ss in advertising aud 
saving for'nic a relic ot my danghlcr.’ 
rhis 1 declined to take, as I knew 1 liad 
done my duly.”

I was tlie acknowledged belle of Glmtoii, 
a small village horderliig ou the Wcslern 
wilderness. 1 could outshoot any one, even 
the old woodsmen that thronged our village. 
My mother was kept iu perpetual alarm by 
my daring exploils; in fact, as the old 
irapi'crs said, 1 was cut out for a back­ 
woodsman’s wife.

T h e Jew a h a rp . 


Tliere is a small and aged two-story 
building in Greenwich avenue. New York, 
whose unpaiiiled claphnards are hrowu aud 
weather-beaten. 
A few feet above the 
sidewalk is the picture of a gigantic jews- 
liarp, aud below it the name of John An­ 
drews. 
Going up a ricketty flight of 
stairs to the second story, a Bim reporter 
entered the small front room, and there 
found Johu Andiov-s, maker of the je-ws- 
harps, surrounded by the implements of 
Ills art. 
F'or it is an art to make good 
harps, as Mr. Andrews will tell you. There 
are only two men in the United States, it 
is said, that cun make them, and therc- 
iire those wlio say that Mr. Andrews liiin- 
self is the only man who can be called 
rightly an artist in the business. 
He is a 
smooth-iaced, slender man, with keen 
gray eyes and gray hair that curls upon 
his head, , not all unlike the hair in the 
portraits of Lord Byron. 
“Jewaharps,” said Mr. Andrews, “ jews- 
harpa. 
Yes, sir; I know as much afioiit 
them as any man in America, and more, 1 
Ihink, for 1 am the only maker in Amor ca. 
At least I have been for many years. But 
I am informed that there is ii man in Thir­ 
ty-sixth street that is doing something in 
it. 
I don’t know who he is. 
Sly grand- 
fatlier and my father were makers of jews- 
harps iu Belfast, aud I and my two hrol hers 
learned the trade as well in my father’s 
shop. 
My two hrolhers are in Belfast now 
making harps, and my father is iu Dublin; 
hut he is an old man ami does little at it, 
iiUhougli he has a shoii. In 1S02 I came lo 
t .is city with my kit of tools. 
I found a 
clear field lor my work. 
There was not a 
liarp-makenn the'city or - the country, nor 
wai there iiiuch demand for harps. 
It 
was slow work for some time. 
I rented a 
little shop in Varick street, and little by 
little begun to get work. 
After a lime I 
had all that I could do, and business eou- 
timiod good until the pau'c of 1873. 
I 
stayed in Varick street thirteen years, aud 
then moved to 83 Ninth avemie. where I 
stayed fourteen years. 
I’d be tliero now, 
probably, but tlio buikliug was pulled down 
and 1 came here. ” 
“ tVhat is the origin of the jewsharp?” 
“ 1 can't toil you, sir,” said llie jewsharp 
man. “ 1 have never seen a man that cpuld. 
My father had a small book ou harps, but 
It didn't give that information. 
All that I 
■know is that it has been a favorite ¡iislru- 
merit in Ireland for many years. 
I remem- 
her long ago to hava seen a faiuous painting 
by Collins, reiireseuling an Irishman play­ 
ing the jewsharp. 
Tho best players that I 
have ever heard were Iiishiiieu. 
In fact, 
about the only special customers 1 have are 
Irishir.ea. 
I mean those who order expen­ 
sive harps.” 
“ What do you call expensive harps?” 
“ The most expensive 1 ever made I sold 
for $5 a pair. 
Here’s a pair that I have 
just made for a special customer, hut they 
are only worth $l'the puir.” J lf .-A.üdrews 
carefully uuiolleU a sfiiall package in which 
\VC-rt tv.'',.' large jowsharps. 
Ho placed 
both to his lips with the longues facii g 
each uUier, and, holding one with each 
hand, struck the tongues with his in lie 
lingers. 
'Tlio harps w'cro in unison. 
"'I’hat’s the way they arc played,” said the 
harpmaker. 
“The best players want a 
pair of harps iir unison. 
Then they play 
with their ill tie liugeis. 
[ can make a Imrp 
in any key, tunc two harps in niiison, aud 
can’t play a tune to save me. 
How do I 
cliiinge tlie key'? 
Easy enough. 
Either 
by hemling the tongue or cliauL'ingtbe tips. 
You See these little halls of glass ou tho tips 
of the tongues. 
I’ll file one a little. 
Bee? 
Now listen.” 
He struck the harps. 
'The 
oue whose tip he had tiled was a quarter of 
a tone shaqier thau the other. 
Then he 
filed the other a bit, aud they were again in 
uuisoiL 
’• Easy enough, you see,” he said. 
“ Iu 
fact it's too easy to change the lone. 
Bend­ 
ing the tongue does it, aud when a player 
strikes too hard he bends the tongue, 
lie 
bends it back perhaps a little too lar. 
It’s 
as bad as ever, only the other way. 
'Then 
he Uends it the other way, aud the first 
thing he knows the tongue is broken. 
What arc my regular prices '? 
'They range 
I'roin fifieeii cents lo $1.25 apiece, and you 
can’t get a gross any less thau that. 
'The 
dilference in price is due to difference iu 
size and finish. 
Sonic people, yon knovV, 
waut the most expansive things always; 
want silver-plated frames and gold-tipped 
tongHos. 
That’s all foolishness. 
A shoe- 
mukcr’s wax for a tip is quite as good as a 
hit of gold, 
But if a man wants gold i’ll 
give it to him aud charge him for it. 
You 
didu’i think jewsharps were so expensive? 
You probably have in mind the toy con- 
corns that you fiurl in every toy store and 
can buy for a cent apiece. 
They are uot 
made here, but in Germany and England. 
Birmingham turns them out by the barrel- 
rid. 
I never make 
such harps. 
My 
cheapest harp is the fifteen-cent one, with 
tinned frame, and I sell more of them than 
any other kind.” 
•‘How is a jewsharp made?” 
“If my lire was not out Td show you 
while wo are talking. 
I buy ail my frames. 
'They are east of malleable iron iu tho mal- 
Icabie irou-'.vorks m Spuyten Duyvil. 
I 
inuke iny own patterns, and they cast liiem 
to order, 
I used to lorge my own frames, 
hut that takes too long. 
W hen 1 have a 
special order I sometimes lorge the frame. 
Btill it is a matter of experience, after all, 
and no man without experience can make a 
good harp. 
I can t always make a good 
one. 
I I I llame an order for a pair of my 
best harps, 1 make" four or five. 
All of 
them will be good marketable harps, but 
not all of them will be alike iu tone and 
quantity of sound. 
Out of tiiese I pick the 
ones I wont. 
Its like making vicMns. 
No 
violin-maker can tell what his instrument 
will be uut 1 it is done. 
It n'lay be just 
what lie wants. 
It may be a comparative 
[ailure. ” 
“ Are there good jowslmrp players in tho 
c'lty?" 
“ I don’t know of any that you might 
call really good players. 
There are men 
who think they arc good, but they arc not 
artists 
No, 
I never knew of a public 
player. 
The jewsharp is not an instrument 
e.xactly fitted for public playing. 
How 
many do I make iu a year? 
I can't tell 
you. 
I keep uo accounts. 
Wlion I cellver 
a pair of harps or a cross, I get my money 
or the customer doesn’t get the harps. 
I 
sell by ■'.vUoiesale to only t-wo or throe 
liouses. 
1 will nut sell lo Tom, Dick, and 
Horry. 
Tne result is that people who 
want my harps know where to get them .”

A Toueb Tim e, 


A story told by Joseph Starrette, of Big 
Lake, Dakota, who has just managed to 
break through the terrible suow blockade 
iu that section of the country, gives only a 
fair statement of the troubles experienced, 
by the settlers of the Northwest duringthi; 
severe Winter. 
Mr. Sterrette preempted 
1Ü0 acres of farm laud in Big Lake two 
years iigo, and at once moved on it with 
liio iamliy ami sultied down to work. 
At 
the end of oue year he was in shape for 
farming, and had a comfortable cabin. Last 
year he harvested 80 acres of wheat, 2.5 
bushels to the acre, and realized $1,200. 
He laid In a quantity o( fuel,, and prepared 
for Winter, but it proved more severe thau 
he or his neighbors had calculated. 
In 
fact Sterretle’s better preparation for the 
rigors of the season turned out to be the 
only means which preveuted himself, fami­ 
ly and several neighbors from starving and 
freezing to death. 
In February he found 
it necessary to rescue the entire families ot 
two neighboring farmers,notso well lioused 
from perishing by cold, by taking them 
into his own house- The cold was so steady 
and so hitter that before the season was half 
over the fuel wiiicli lie had gathered to last 
until Spring was alt consumed. 
'Then he 
and Hie men staying -with liim went out 
and took down the fences and out-houses 
and burned them. 
The heavy snow fall, 
which at this lime blockaded the railroads, 
was piled in such drifts about the house 
where Sterrette aud his neighbors were 
domiciled as to absolutely cut off all eom- 
municaticu with the outside world. 
Ihe 
mercury fell lower than ever; the wiuu.’!-. 
grew fiercer, and tho surrounding suow • 
caked and solidified. At this time the men 
dug their way—or rather m iuedit—thro'jgh 
Hie blockade to the railway near by, and 
dug out ties wliich they chopped up. took 
home and b'urned to cook llieir seamy food 
and save llioir wives and children from 
freezing. 
W hen tho ties aud telegraph 
poles that could Be reached were consumed 
it 1VUS decided lo dig tlirougU to the cabins 
of those sheltered iu Sterretle’s house and 
break them up for fuel. 
'This was done. 
The bitter cold still contimiing, Sterrette’.s 
furniture was next sacrificed even to the 
hcdsteacs, trunks 
and 
children’s toys. 
While tho cold imprisoned pioneers were 
upon this last supply of fuel n eOLSultatiou 
was held, and it was decided to make a 
desperate attempt to drive through the 
deadly blast ou the crust for relief. 
Juhu 
Becker agreed to go. 
A sleigh was pre­ 
pared and with five horses hitched to it, 
Becker started. 
It was a terrible under­ 
taking, and when the brave man left there 
wore tears frozen upon his cheeks. Becker 
persisted in taking a Cue shepherd dog. 
lie gave as hia reason; “ I don’t know what 
may liappcn; 1 would rather bury Carlo 
in my belly than him freeze to death.” 
Sterrette and his companions became ularm- 
ed wiieu at Hie eud of two days Becker did 
not return, and ihey started out for him. 
The'r'' had not gone far Avhen they came 
across a liGl’e in a drift, where Becker had 
broken through. The man was found curled 
up iu the sleigh I'rozen dcati. 
His falUifuJ 
dog was lying huddled up agaiu.it”1113 'ureast 
dead. 
The fiye horses wore ata'nding life­ 
less oil Ihcir feet, all fro-/.cn stiff. The men 
carried Becker’s body hack, made a coffin 
of the sleigh, nailed the corpse up in it, and 
then revercutly placed it in tho coru crib 
until the weather should permilof its burial. 
Soon after this, aud just as the party was 
011 the point of despair, the weather mod­ 
erated sufficiently lo break the suow hlock- 
ado, and Sterrette and friends found relief. 
A uelglihoriug family during this time had 
no other food thau soup inaile from an ox- 
pelt which linpiiencd to be In the house 
when the bloeUadebcgan. Notwithstanding 
all this, Air. Sterrette says the people like 
tlie country, aud say they will stay and m 
the future be prepared for severe Wiuters. 
'The luni is good, the soil is deep black; 
most of the settlers are foreigners, and tlie 
ownership of the land is lo them so novel 
and so precious that they will uot give it 
up.

. tb e food necessary to keep, not fatten, 
' the anim al of the th ird year, w hich is 
m itself a handsom e gain. 
Besides 
this saving, th e beef of a dye-hundred 
pound steer a t two is better than tlm t 
of th e sam e at a y e ar, older. 
T en d er 
beefl8 th at w hich is m ad i young an d 
rapidly. 
The reader w ill see 
the 
duuble profit in th e course recom m end­ 
ed. 
N ot ouly is Ibis th e case w ith the 
steer, bu t w ith the lam b and the pig.

T he farm er, 
soaie.im es keeps his hog u n til It is 
eighteen inontns old, and does so on 
the ground of econom y, w hen the l'aet 
Is If he w ould feed w ell from th e first, 
and n ot starve the creature all the 
sum m er to m ake it fatten w hen he be­ 
g an to feed he w ould see a difierenoe. 
To m ake good p o rk feed g en ero u sly 
alw ays, giving such feed as its n atu re 
requires to m ake g row th, and to ste ers 
as m uch kS the appetite dem ands.

which takes the mail tlirough the Red Sea 
and the Suez Canal. 
I desired that our 
steamships should beat the Britisli steam­ 
ships iu getting that mail to London.

“ On another occusioti they delivered the 
mail for us at extra time over the whole 
length of the Peunsylvauia railroad, and 
we had a tug ready at the cud of the slip 
which we fastened to tlie end of the steam­ 
er as she was slowly going down the hay, 
and we got the mail matter on board, and 
would have beat the Red sea Unit twenty- 
four hours, b\ t the British post-ollice 
would not hold the mail train at Queens­ 
town fifteen minutes. 
We had signalled 
them to wait, that we had the colonial 
mail, and they just went off fifieeu minutes 
abend, and lett our mail maCler there

Many of our farmer friends in the st.ite 
will doubtless build new bouses tbis year, 
and to sucli we will throw out a tew prac­ 
tical hints for them to consider: 
Build with the intention of making a 
perunuient home for yourself and your 
child after you. 
Do uot build a home for 
srme one else to occupy ; thercfore have it 
utlcd to your own wauls. 
Having decided to build, first consider 
what rooms you want, and then eitiinate 
your means for providing them. 
Don’t 
mortgage the farm for the sake of living In 
a new house. 
Build thorough. 
Commence at the bot­ 
tom with a good fouudaliou or ccllat-wall, 
as this is a matter ot first importance. 
It 
will be cheaper in the end and give more 
satisfacuou to build of good substantial 
materials, and iu a thorough manuer, than 
to builtl of cheap stuff by the job. 
The uumber ot rooms each one must 
decide for himself—some will vrant more, 
others less, but see to it—and if you feel 
yourself unfitted for the task, consult one 
e.xperienced in building—that they are well 
arranged. Tlie rooms most in use, kitchen, 
living-room and dining-room, ehould have 
precedence over those only used occasion- 
a’ly. 
tío arrange the rooms that the cellar and 
chamber can both be reached from the kit­ 
chen, even if you havo, what every one 
should have, slairs iu the frout entry. We 
have seen houses in which the only oii.- 
tranco to the cellar from in doors was under 
the front stairs, twenty or thirty feet from 
the kitchen. 
By all means make provision tor enter­ 
ing the cellar from out-ot-do irs, for the pur­ 
pose of carrying in and removing barrels, 
or anything else. 
If possible, the partitions of llie first story 
should be directly under those oE the upper 
story, for the purpose of securing solidity 
and firmness to the entire structure. 
Keep the nouso well painted inside as 
well as out. 
In all oases wo would advise 
the erection of two-story houses. •• The ex­ 
tra expense over an orciiuary story-and-a- 
hulf house, is very trilling; and the better 
accommodations of the secoud story,, espe­ 
cially is, as is generally the case, they arc 
non/l aa sleeping-rooms, will more than 
compensate f¿r the additional expense.

This fountain is large, bold and turbulent. 
It 13 nolictaule to fisliermcu and others pas­ 
sing in small boats along near the shore. 
For many years Ibis wonderful and inys- 
Icrious freak ot nature bus been known I o 
the people of St. Augustine and those living 
along tlie shore, and some of the supersti­ 
tious ones have beeu taught to regard it 
with a kind of revereutml awe, or holy 
horror, as llie abode of supernatural iiitlu- 
eucos. 
When tlie waters of Hie ocean in 
itS vicinity are otherwise calm aud tranquil 
tlie uplieaving and iroubled appearance ot 
the water allows unmistakable evidences 
of mlernal commotious. 
An area of about

Tlio a n of renewiug books is a most 
delicate one, and employs all the skill of 
experienced workmen. ^W heu used in a 
legitimate way, to preserve aud enrich 
some valuable tresrure-trovo diacoved in a 
tattered condition, a skillful workman ap 
plies with letider care a bituminous solvent 
to its ragged edges, aud literally incorpo­ 
rates—by a paper making process—each 
mouldering page into a broad leaf of fine 
strong paper. 
This is lermed “ enlarging,” 
and is a lofty department in the art of 
binding, 
rhen the once ragged fragment 
goes througU the process of hiiiding in 
Russia or calf, gilding, tooling, marliling, 
and takes its place os the pride of the book 
slielf. 
Wbeu part of the Cottonian Library 
w is burned in 1731, some valiiabie manu­ 
scripts were by the influence of the fire 
dr.iwn into almost a solid hall. 
Some ot 
Hiose rescued were given over to Hie en- 
1 irgor and may be considered Ibe briglilest 
Irmmphs of tlie art. 
They may now be 
s.eu at the British Museum.

very weli, one lot found very languid bid­ 
ders on which the autloneer exclaimed: 
‘‘Only £30 offered for this valuable booK 
gcntie.mcD, a most curious book, and qnile 
imperl'eet.” 
At another auction, at the 
boginu’ug of the century, an original ediiicu 
of Boccaccio, printed in Venice, aud of 
winch Hrcre were only known to bo two 
copies in existence, was sold for £220; and 
a Didot Horace brought .Bl-IO. 


Three years 
tlie L'hilaUelp’iia Medical 
SoeieLy appoimccl a coininitteo lo iiivesti 
gate the condition of the eyes of the 
children in the city scliools. 
Tlio report 
of the committee was read by Hie eli-iir- 
man, Dr. Risloy, at a recent meeting, o ' Hie 
society. 
T-ie committee liad examined 
about 2,0C0 pairs of eyes. 
The condition 
of those e.xamiued, Dr. Risley snid, had 
proved better than had been oxpecled liy 
tliu commitlee. 
'I’lie cases of impaired 
sight ranged from 25 per cent, among the 
smaller children lo -iO per cent, among the 
older soliolars. 
Tlic average of cliseitsed 
eyes ranged cmTespondingly trnin 30 to 60 
per cunt. 
The ¡ostances wliere imy blame 
attached to 'Hie Board of Education or iheir 
sectional hoards for want of care for the 
eyes of the cliiltircn were only two, one of 
which was the cose of the primary practic­ 
ing class in the Normal Scliooi. Tlie room 
is ligbifd by oue largo westcru -w.ndow, 
wliicli, owing to Hie position of Ibe desks 
and 111* master’s table. Hie ciuldreu are 
obliged to face.

The motnent we l^ave th e hanks of 
the Ifile, we enter á w orld entirely 
strange, and new—a waterless land, 
w ithout 
rivers, creeks, rivulets, or 
springs; nothing but scanty and more 
or less brackish wells, at long intei- 
vala; and in the mountainous regions, 
some natural rocky reservoirs, where 
the ra re rain w ater collects in the 
brief and uncertain rainy 
season. 
When the w riter erossod the E astern 
Desert In the fall of 1S73, there, had 
been no rain for three years; so that 
the first thing to be provided In start­ 
ing was a supply of water sufficient to 
last from the ifile to the first weil.and 
then from each well to tlie next, 
in 
carrying the w ater, the natives em­ 
ploy exclusively goat and ox skins. 
W hen a goat is killed, they cu t oil' his 
head and legs at the hocks and knees; 
and alter splitting the skin a short 
way down his breast, turn him. .out of 
his jacket by pulling it oflf like a stock-, 
Ing.

in that waterless 
land, therefore, even tlic pious Arab 
abstains from liis religious ablutions 
beiore prayer, his law perm itting him 
in such a case to wash his hands and 
feet with sand. As a rule, the w ater 
found In the scattered wells is very bad. 
Uhe first tiling on arriving at a well 
is to taste its w ater, an d every one 
cakes a sip, rolling it in bis m outh ana 
testing it, as epicures do rare w ines. 
Great is Uie joy If it is pronounced 
“ sweet w ater;” but when the guides 
say “ not good,” you know it Is a 
strong solution of Epsom salts. The 
Arabs divide tbelr de.sorts 
into two 
kinds. 
fVhat they call wilderness,be* 
lug diversified by valleys or w'ater- 
uourses, where their flocks can wan­ 
der and find pasture. 
The second is 
the alrtiour, or desert proper, consist­ 
ing of hard gravel, diversified by zones 
of deep sands, rocky belts, and rugged 
defiles.

“ Ju n e "grass” (poa prateusie) 
he says, when allowed to remain un­ 
cut until late. In the seas m , contains no 
inconsiderable quantity, riimilar g ra s­ 
ses, especially the well-known “ Wliit- 
etop,” 
(Dauthonia 
Spicata) Is often 
made poisonous by its presence. 
This 
grass IB bad enough its best estate, 
having so sm all a quantity of phos­ 
phoric acid as to be incapable of sup­ 
porting life 
tor a long period, but 
when to its innutritious substance Is 
added a poisou, the result of feeding 
It is disease and death. The ergot is a 
sort of accumulative poison, 
taking 
possession of the system and gradually 
but surely bringing disease. 
This dauthonia is very prevalent on 
exhausted soils, where no nutritious 
feed can grow , because the soil has no 
m aterial of -.vlilcli to m anufacture nu­ 
tritious products. Hence the tru th fu l­ 
ness of the rem ark of the unlettered 
countrym an who said he had found 
that m anure would 
k ill whitetop 
“ deader’n thunder.” 
Soils producing 
this variety 
of 
grass generally m ea an 
application 
uiasolved boue, or flue ground bone 
meal,powdered Charleston rook, bone 
black, or somotliiug th at w ill supply 
the w auling element, phosijhorlc acid. 
Hence our well made superphosphates 
are profitable when applied to such 
soils. B ut ground bone would be more 
economical, for that contains a higher 
percen t of the needed m aterial, and is 
usually cheajicr per ton.

they devour. 
G rain, the seeds 
of 
small plants, meat, and insect produce, 
when decomposed by the action of the 
digestive appuraius, rieiier iertiiiv. iig 
material than grass, hay, and straw . 
Besides, birds yoid tlicir urine in a 
solid form , and combined with the 
excrem ent, th at is usuahy solid. 
As 
a consequence It Is not liable to be 
wasted If the m anure is rightly cared 
for. 
Poultry m anure is 
about as 
valuable as tbe best Peruvian guano. 
To make it of the liigliest value as a 
fertilizer, however, it must be stored, 
and applied to the ground w ith care. 
Exposed CO the w eather it will be dis­ 
solved by rain and carried oil'. 
Piaued 
in large heaps it heats and the aiu- 
raonia is driven oil'and lost. Applied 
to llie soil in too liberal quantities, es­ 
pecially when fresh, it is liable to des­ 
troy the vitality of seeds and to kill 
di-hoate plants. I t should be stored in 
a dry place and 
in coinparaiively 
small lots so it w ill not he injured by 
moisture and not ferm ent. I t is bctier 
to mix it wltli dried peat, road dust, 
or some other su'istaiiee chat w ill, aid 
iu kccqiiiig it dry and leiul to arrest 
fcrm eniation. The best results attend 
its use when it is well beaten up and 
very thoroughly mixed with these 
substances beiore it is anplicd to the 
soil. Lime and ashes should be kept 
from It; a,s they would act ujron it in 
such a m anuer !,s to liberate ammonia.

avoid any i n i acing c rciirnstaiices. to 
give a fu 'l dose of sal a, iw cU e lo 
Sixteen ounces, (two ounce closes are 
useles.s,) and w hen the fever is re­ 
lieved to maintain good healtii by the 
best of tceding, not using muoh com , 
but more bran and linseed, and by 
streiigtlieiuug the eyes bi' cold batli- 
iiig and the ocoasioiial use of a lotion 
ol one grain ol sulphate of zinc in one 
ounce of rain-water, a little of which 
.should be put in tlie eyts. 


Packi.N0 S o n Pm,nTs.—The London 
Journal of H orticulture says quite as 
much pleasure has been felt upon being 
inlorined of the satisfactory coiidirion 
of soft fruits alter a joiirnev, as in 
w iiuung a well-contested prize at a 
llowcr show. The plan 
which has 
proved perfectly succtstfiil,aiid which 
i.s now iiu ai uibiy followed w henever 
fruit is sent by rail, is to w rap each 
buncii of griqies or fruir, of ether kinds 
in sole tissue psper, surrounding It 
with a Blight paodiDg of w heat bran 
as the fruit 1.S placed side by side in 
fbe box. The jmper is put upon the 
fru it In plain lolds, and not twisted 
into hard crrners, which m ay press 
into Che frnis and spoil I t. 
Muoh c.arc 
Is taken to have each fru it thoroughly 
enveloped in bran, which Is also set­ 
tled into as compact a m.iss as pos.3Íble 
by slightly jarrin g eacii box upon the 
packing bcn di alter tlie first layer is 
put in, and when it Is quite full a sheet 
of paper is put upon tlie bran and the 
liiiiged lid closed by hooks and eyelets 
oi copper w ire, and securely corded. 
If this excellent old method is only 
done correctly all risk of failure is 
avoided.

The common 
practice of making poultices by m ix­ 
ing linseed meal with hot w ater and 
applying it 
uii'ectly 
to the skin is 
quite wrong, because if we do 
not 
wish to burn the patient we must wait 
until a gicat portion of the beat has 
been lost. The prope- method is to 
make a llaim el bag, the size of the 
poultice required, to fill this w ith the 
linseed jioultiee, as hot as It can pos­ 
sible be made, and pu t between this 
and the skin a second flannel, so there 
shall he at least two thicknesses of 
flannel between the skin and the poul­ 
tice itself. 
Above the poultice should 
be placed more flannel, or a piece of 
cotton wool, to prevent It from get­ 
ting cold. By this 
method we are 
able to apply tbe linseed meal boiling 
hot, w ithout burning the palleiit, and 
the heat, gradually dlfl'using through 
the flannel, affords a grateful sense of 
reb el, which cannot be obtained by 
ocher means. There are few ways in 
which such marked relief is given to 
abdominal pain, as by the application 
of a poultice In this mantjer. 


H ome-M ade Candv.—All children 
are lond of candy,and if pure a modei- 
ate am ount is not lnjurlou.3. 
In these 
days of 
adulteration, that made at 
home is safest to give them. 
It is a 
simple m aber to make chocolate carea- 
mels; all that is needed is one cup of 
sweet m ilk, one cup of molasses, half 
a cuf) of sugar, half a cup of grated 
chocolate, a iilece ol butler the size of 
a w aln u t; stir eonsttintly and let It 
boil until it is thick, then tu rn It out 
on to buttered plates; when it begins 
to stiffen, m ark it in squares, so th a t it 
will break readily when cold.

grated cocoanut, one cuji of sugar,tw o 
tablespooniuls of Hour, the whites of 
three eggs beaten stiff; bake on a but­ 
tered xiaper in a quick oven.

F u ll 
it as if It w ire molasses cuncy; have 
a dish near by w ith some vanilla in ir, 
and w ork in enough to flavor it as you 
Xiull; iiut It in a Cold room, and the 
next day you will have 
delicious 
cúiidy .

a .m .— Lay the ham in a 
large pan, cover it witli plenty of cold 
w ater. L et it.soak over night. Rub 
it often nex t m orning and cut off' .all 
the hard, black, .«crappy p an s. F u t it 
in io a herd eiiogh boiler, cover it w ith 
plenty of cold water and let it heat 
gradually. 
Keep it steadily boiling 
once it begiuB. 
Remove the coarse
